SEMI-ANNUAL ADDRESS OF 
SIR KT. FRANK H. WILSON 


Right Eminent Grand Commander 


To the Officers and Members of Grand Commandery Assembled 
at this Semi-Annual Conclave: 


May 24, 1946. 


Sir Knights :-— 
Membership. 


At the half-way point in our fiscal year we had a net gain 
of 102 members. Thirty Commanderies showed a net gain of 
165; 17 Commanderies showed a net loss of 63; and 4 Com- 
manderies remained neutral. 


This net gain for the first half of the year is based on 348 
Knightings out of a total of 452 petitions presented up to 
February 28, 1946. 


Up to the end of April, the total petitions received had 
passed the total for the entire previous year. April was the 
highest month this year with 104 petitions, and indications are 
that the current month of May will be a close second. 


Our forecast for the year is for about 800 petitions, we had 
621 last year and 516 the year before. Our net gain for the 
year should be over 200, last year we had a net gain of 132 
discounting the loss of St. George Commandery No. 44, and the 
year before we had a net loss of 145. 


Inspections. 


The attendance at Inspections has shown an overall increase 
of about 10%, this figure will be somewhat higher when all the 
reports are in. The line officers of Grand Commandery have 
attended over twice as many Inspections as they did dast year, 
not counting the Commanderies in their own Divisions. The 
Right Eminent Grand Commander has been present at 38 offi- 
cial Inspections to date, this figure has been exceeded by the 


Eminent Grand Prelate. 


From reports received to date the average overall mark ex- 
cluding the full attendance credit is approximately 93%, last 
year it was 92%. 


Constitution and Regulations. 


The Constitution and Regulations of the Grand Com- 
mandery have been brought up to date, reprinted in one vol- 
ume and copies sent out to all Constituent Commanderies.

At any tue, or times, the Board of Trustees may appoint a 
financial agent which shall be a bank or trust company in 
Massachusetts. The financial aaent shall have such duties and 
powers in connection with the Funds and investments of 
De Molay Commandery as shall be prescribed by the Board of 
Trustees. which may include, but need not be limited to, the 
custody, receipt .and delivery of investments or Funds of the 
Commandery in accordance with the directions of the Board 
of Trustees. The financial agent shall not have independent 
or discretionary power to change investments and shall do so 
only in accordance with such directions, although it may be 
employed to advise upon investments. Subject to these pro- 
visions, the Board of Trustees may agree, or authorize an 
agreement, with the financial agent concerning its dutves, pow- 
ers and compensations, and may pay such compensations as 
may be agreed upon by the Board of Trustees and said finan- 
cial agent from the income of the Funds. 


The monies of the Relief Fund shall be deposited in such de- 
pository as the Council shall direct. 


Szorion 4. All Stocks, Bonds, Securities, Notes, Cash, and 
all property of any kind constituting the Funds, shall be held 
in the name of De Molay Commandery Number Seven, Knights 
Templars, but may be registered in the name, or names, of @ 
nominee, or nominees, or in the name of the Trustees, or m 
street certificates in the discretion of the Board of Trustees. 


Sr. Burnarp Commanpery, No. 12.—Article 1, Section 2:

Narracanserr Commanpery, No. 27.—Article I, Section 3, 
Elections. The first seven officers, viz.: Commander, Gener- 
alissimo, Captain General, Senior Warden, Junior Warden, 
Treasurer and Recorder shall be elected annually at the stated 
conclave in June, by a written or printed ballot. 


Article I, Conclaves. Sec. 2. The stated conclave of this 
Commandery shall be held on the first Wednesday of each 
month, provided, however, that during the months of July and 


August the conclave may be suspended by vote of the Com- 
mandery. 


The time of opening the Commandery at each stated con- 
clave shall be at 1 o’clock P.M., or at such time, thereafter, as 
is called by the Commander. 


Campripen Commanvery, No. 42—CONCLAVES. Amend 
Article I, Section 2 of the By Laws by striking out the entire 
Section 2 and inserting the following: 


CONCLAVES. 


Section 2. The Stated Conclaves shall be held on the 
FOURTH TUESDAY of each month, provided, however, that 
when the same shall fall upon a Legal Holiday, they may be 
held at the pleasure of the Council of the Commandery within 
Seven days preceding or following the regular date.

“Any 
member, who has been suspended from membership for non- 
payment of dues or assessments, may upon the payment of one 
year's arrearages plus the current year’s dues, be restored to 
membership upon application in writing, and by unanimous 
vote of the members present at a stated conclave.’’

them up by a personal contact. We also gave each Co a ce 
another list which contained the names of Chapter embers 
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who were now living in his jurisdiction but who belong to Chap- 
ters located outside his Commandery jurisdiction, in these latter 
lists alone there were over 500 names, many of whom having 
recently moved to their new addresses perhaps were not known 
even to the local Chapter officers. 


I had remaining a list of 150 Companions who were then 
living in 13 other States. I wrote a letter to each of the Grand 
Commanders sending him the names and addresses of those in 
his State, telling him what we were doing here, and suggesting 
he might be able to get them to join one of his Commanderies. I 
received several letters of appreciation from the Grand Com- 
manders. I would like to take the liberty of quoting from some 
of them: 


“You have hit upon a unique plan by which the cause of 
Templary can be forwarded and at the same time make the 
Companion aware that he is not entirely forgotten in the State 
of his adoption.’’ 


“You have an excellent plan and I shall be happy to co- 
operate. I shall suggest that if there are any of our Chapter 
members living in your jurisdiction the names and addresses 
be sent to you.”’ 


“Tt is my opinion that your idea is a capital one and if fol- 
lowed through to a conclusion will bear much fruit for the ad- 
vancement of Templar Masonry.’’ 


Almost as soon as the letters went out to Royal Arch Masons 
inviting them to join our order, I began to receive their answers 
and these answers continued to accumulate day after day. To 
make a study of these letters received by me would give us a 
very good insight into the reasons why Master Masons have not 
advanced in the York Rite of Freemasonry. An analysis of the 
letters received from the older Chapter members shows that the 
large majority of them now regret that they never joined the 
Commandery. 


From the younger Chapter members interested in the Com- 
mandery came requests for further information. I quote from 
some of the letters: 

“T have been a Mason 25 years and this is the first invitation 
I have had sinee.’’ (I talked with this Companion and he signed 
a petition the next day when the Commander went to see him 
at my request.) 

“I thank you for your invitation—I have applied for the 
orders in Athol Commandery.’’ 

“In answer to your most friendly letter—I have sent in my 
application to the Commandery in Worcester and hope to be a 
Sir Knight soon.’’ 

“J am willing to listen.’? (This was from a Companion who 
had recently moved to my home city. I called on him at his 
new home and he signed a petition.) 
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“Thank you for the invitation to join the Commandery. I 
shall be pleased to make application in the Fall.’’ 


One Companion asked how he could join a certain Com- 
mandery. I telephoned to him and gave him the information. 
He visited the Recorder the next day and signed a petition. 
Later on I had the pleasure of Knighting this man.

I prepared and printed a Brochure entitled “The Com- 
mandery of Knights Templars’’ to present to members of Blue 
Lodges and Royal Arch Chapters an opportunity to continue 
their Masonic education through the York Rite and become mem- 
bers of the Commandery. In December we printed 10,000 copies. 
The demand for them was so great the supply was soon ex- 
hausted. In March we printed an additional 10,000 copies. We 
financed this printing with the very generous contribution of 
money made by The Eastern Mass. Presiding Councils Club and 
The K. T. Officers Association of R. I. and South Eastern Mass. 
as covered elsewhere in this report. We received a request from 
the Grand Recorder of the Grand Encampment for 1000 copies 
which I sent to him for distribution throughout the Country to 
other Grand Commanderies. He writes, ‘‘I believe it is going 
to help Templary immeasurably, not only in your own Grand 
Commandery but in your sister jurisdictions as well.’? We later 
received requests from 3 Grand Commanderies for permission 
to reprint it in whole or in part for use in their jurisdiction and 
this permission was, of course, gladly granted.

Tumplar Masonry 


ou Are a Master Mason. You know that Masonry does 
¥ not reveal her secrets to the thoughtless, nor all in one 
degree. “There is one glory of the sun, another glory of the 
moon, and another glory of the stars;” says the Apostle, “and 
one star differeth from another star in glory.” So in Masonry 
one degree differs from another degree in beauty, wisdom, 
and truth. The moral truths of the Blue Lodge and the deeper 
Philosophy of the Royal Arch are only a part, although a 
profound and interesting part of the whole, 

When you have passed through the Royal Arch you become 
eligible to take the first step in the Order of Knights Tem- 
plars. In the Commandery we call them “Orders,” in all 
other Masonic bodies the term used is “Degrees,” The 
chivalric rite of Freemasonry is composed of three Orders. 


1. The Illustrious Order of the Red Cross. 
The Illustrious Order of the Red Cross is taken 
from the Bible and from the history of the Jewish 
people at the time of Darius Hystaspis, ruler of 
Persia. It is a simple lesson of how a great monarch 
was moved to recognize the religious zeal of an op- 
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pressed people, and contains a sublime comparison of 
those forces in life which contend for supremacy. It 
is designed to impress upon you that there is but 
one God and that human nature changes but little 
over great cycles of time. It prepares you for a more 
serious participation in the work which is to follow, 
and leaves you with a clearer understanding of its 
purport. 


2. The Order of Malta. 


The Order of Malta is a symbolic one, based upon 
the experiences arising out of one of the mission- 
ary journeys of Paul, the greatest apostle of the Chris- 
tian religion, and like the Order of the Temple found 
its inception in the period of the Crusades. 


3. The Order of the Temple. 
The Order of the Temple was founded in the 
Twelfth Century, being much older than Ancient 
Craft Masonry in its present form, It was a union of 
the religious with the militant spirit and filled a cry- 
ing need of the time. Its origin and history furnishes 
ly interesting story which has ever 


the most absorbi ‘ 
connected the activities of any society of men since 
the dawn of civilization. 


In the lessons you will experience the most interesting, the 
most serious, and the most sublime impressions which can 
come to anyone who is concerned with those impulses in life 
which make for better manhood, better citizenship, and a 
better society. They take you from the most ancient times 
to the present moment when yoa are reminded that your 
disembodied spirit may soar aloft and dwell forever in realms 
of life and light eternal. : 

One reason why you are urged to become alfiliated ie 
the Commandery is that the world is today in greater ee 
the Order of Knights Templars than it was in the time of the 
heroic crusaders of the Twelfth century. There is more at 
stake, more to save. 

You will find in the precepts of this institution a renewed 
conviction that right must prevail, that oppression, by eed 
class whatsoever, is wrong and incompatible with oa 
thought. It still combines a religious and militant spirit, im 
is pledged to defend those principles and ideals upon whicl 
civilization is based. - 

When you have been created a Knight Templar eae 
have been given a new title and henceforth be addressed as 


“Sir Knight.”

wo), Me cidh Templars 


Ae most powerful and spectacular organization which 
developed during the occupation of the Holy Land by 
the Latin Christians was the Knights Templars. The his- 


tory of the Knights Templars is the history of the Crusades 
and of chivalry itself. 


The Order was organized im the year 1118 A.D. by Hugh 
de Payens, their first Grand Master, a Knight from Bur- 
gundy in France and eight other Knights, a total of nine. 
This mystic figure nine is significant to Knights Templars, it 
has come down through the Templar ages and is today figura- 
tively a veritable triple trinity. 


Baldwin II, King of Jerusalem, granted the Order quarters 
in the palace of the Latin Kings of Jerusalem on Mount 
Moriah on the site once occupied by King Solomon's Temple, 
hence they came to he called “Knights of the Temple.” 


Originally the Order's principal objective was to protect 
Pilgrims on their way to worship at the Sepulchre of Jesus 
in Jerusalem, Subsequently its object became the defense of 


the Christian faith and of the Holy Sepulchre against the 
Saracens, 


Their territory was divided into two provinces; in the East 
were Jerusalem, Antioch, Tripoli and Greece; in the West 
were France, England, Germany, Hungary, Portugal, Aragon, 
Castile, Upper and Central Italy, Apulia and Sicily. The 
Grand Masters headquarters were first in Jerusalem, but in 
the year 1187 A.D. transferred to Acre in Palestine. When 
the city of Acre fell in the year 1291 A.D. they retired to the 
Island of Cyprus which they had purchased from Richard 
the Lion Heart, King of England. 


The Templars continued to increase their influence for 
centuries, they were the finest professional soldiers of their 
day, the finest the world has ever known. 


We Modern Knights Tumplars 


ate: earliest reference to the Conferring of the Order of 
the Temple is in St. Andrew's Royal Arch Chapter, then 


St. Andrew's Royal Arch Lodge, Boston, Massachusetts, 
August 28, 1769, 
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We next find that the Orders were conferred upon Paul 
Revere in St. Andrew's Lodge. Boston, Massachusetts, De- 
cember 11, 1769. On May 14, 1770, St. Andrew's Lodge 
conferred the Orders upon General Joseph Warren. 


At that time there were existing no Templar bodies, the 
Templar ceremony was practiced under the sanction of the 
warrant of a Lodge. It was customary in those days for per- 
sons in possession of higher degrees to confer them on worthy 
Master Masons, for example that of performing the cere- 
mony of Knighting a Templar and sometimes granting a 
diploma. 


After the close of the Revolutionary War the higher de- 
Brees began to be worked by regularly constituted bodies; 
and Chapters and Commanderies were organized upon a 
permanent basis. 


The Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the 
Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island was 
organized May 6, 1805. This is the oldest Grand Com- 
mandery in the United States and the only Grand Com- 
mandery whose jurisdiction comprises two states. There are 
52 Commanderies in this jurisdiction. Constituent Com- 
manderies are chartered by the Grand Commandery of the 
state, which in turn is chartered by the supreme authority 
over Templar Masonry called ‘The Grand Encampment of 
Knights Templar of the United States of America.” 


The Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the 
United States of America was organized June 22, 1816. Its 
jurisdiction extends over forty-seven Grand (state) Com- 
manderies, 1600 constituent Commanderies, with a total 
membership of 250,000 Knights Templar, and subordinate 
Commanderies located in Delaware, Mexico, Cuba, Porto 
Rico, Canal Zone, Alaska, Hawaii, Philippine Islands and 
China. It exchanges representatives with the Sovereign 
Great Priories of Knights Templar of Canada, England and 
Wales, Scotland, Ireland and Helvetia (Switzerland). 


Various interpretations based on historical evidence have 
been advanced to show that chivalric Freemasonry is the 
lineal descendant of the Ancient Templars. There may be 
some who doubt that this is so, yet in tracing our genealogy to 
those Knights of old we liken it to the sunken rivers found 
in many parts of the world where we can trace their waters 
after they disappear on one side of a mountain, and discover 
where these same waters again appear, and proceed onward 
to the sea, the same flowing spirit which was manifested in 
the lives of the Ancient Templars from their origin in the 
Twelfth Century until they disappeared beneath the ob- 
structions placed in their path, we can now clearly trace in 
the Templar rituals of England and the United States the 
fundamental principles of that Ancient Order. 
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The noble principles for which the Ancient Templars 
fought are the same principles for which the modern Order 
stands loyally today. The Commandery of Knights Templars 
is closely interwoven with the history of chivalry and takes 
us back to the days when Knighthood was in flower. The 
Ancient Templars stood the test of centuries, their faith is our 
faith, their work and hopes are ours. Their memory is our 
incentive to drive on to the full accomplishment of the pur- 
poses for which they and we were formed. We exist today 
in memory of our ancient fraters whose deeds of charity 
and pure beneficence have spread their fame so far and wide. 


Templar Masonry appeals to the highest and best in man, 
it is based upon the finest ideals the world knows anything 
about. Denominational affiliation is not essential to member- 
ship in the Order. The only requirement for membership is 
a belief in Jesus Christ and the Christian religion, and when 
the petitioner has passed through the ceremonies of the Or- 
der, he will have received impressions and impulses that can 
never go out of his life. 


The man who assumes the vows of a Knight Templar with 
a sincere desire to live them to their full intent and purpose 
is sure to become the best citizen. 


To the casual observer, a Commandery of Knights Tem- 
plars may appear to be a military organization, but its 
swords, its uniforms, its solemn vows and semi-military drills 
Possess a deeper significance than appears on the surface. 


Men may join the Order for material benefits or for social 
fellowship; or may be attracted by the beauty of the uni- 
forms and the glitter of the jewels; but many there are whose 
consciousness, either at the beginning or later, penetrates 
deeper and they recognize these things as symbolic — that 
they speak to men in their inner consciousness; that they 
are intended to impress upon those who use them, and par- 
ticipate in them, and to exhibit to the world, allegiance to 
principles of self-sacrifice and devotion to duty. 


The Templars’ swords are not for play, 
sent fierce warfare. They symbolize courage and constancy 
in the defense of justice and liberty, and in the protection of 
the innocent, the helpless and the oppressed,

The next meeting was called 5 days after the Annual Conclave 
at which time the program for 1945-1946 was covered in detail 
as per Official Order No. 2 dated October 25, 1945. The third 
meeting was held on February 7, 1946 at a point about half way 
through the Inspection period. We reviewed the accomplishments 
thus far and completed plans to carry out our objectives in the 
remaining months of the year. These get togethers with line 
officers were but a harbinger of the mutual friendliness and fine 
fellowship so apparent throughout the year. The success of this 
administration is due wholly to the everlasting teamwork on the 
part of each and every officer; it is the constructive work done 
by the organization that lives on, and these officers were all in- 
terested in getting the job done rather than in who gets the credit 
for it. 


VISITATIONS 


I made 91 visits to the 51 Commanderies. I visited every Com- 
mandery this year. The Eminent Grand Prelate, Rev. Luther L. 
Weller, also visited all of the 51 Commanderies in our jurisdic- 
tion this year. 

5 Commanderies I visited twice, 5 Commanderies I visited 
three times, 5 Commanderies I visited four times, and I did not 
neglect my own Commandery which I visited 11 times. I made 
15 trips into the State of Rhode Island. I visited the Annual 
Grand Conelaves of the Grand Commandery of New York, the 
Grand Commandery of New Hampshire and the Grand Com- 
mandery of Ohio. I also attended Templar affairs in Pennsyl- 
vania, Virginia and the District of Columbia. 


During the course of the year I traveled 10,000 miles to attend 
Commandery affairs. In the month of May alone, I traveled 
1800 miles right within our own jurisdiction to visit Command- 
eries. A record of my activities appears in the Grand Com- 
mander’s Log Book. This log record does not contain references 
to visits to the Grand Commandery Office. During some part of 
the day or evening I have averaged at least 2 visits per week 
which add up to a total of over 100 visits during the year to the 
Grand Commandery Office.

DEMITS AND SUSPENSIONS 


We prepared a form to be used by Recorders to report to 
Grand Commandery all cases of suspensions and demits. This 
was for the purpose of enabling Grand Commandery to study 
these cases and offer such assistance as may be necessary to main- 
tain our membership. In cases of demits where a Sir Knight 
was moving to another state, I wrote to the Grand Commander 
of that jurisdiction giving him the name and address of the de- 
mitted member with the hope that he might affiliate there, thus 
saving a member at the same time working for the best interest 
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of the organization as a whole. In the case of removals within 
our own territory this practice has been carried on between 
Recorders of the respective Commanderies. 


Many suspensions have been made because of non-payment, of 
dues where the delinquent failed to answer the notice. This too 
can be followed up the same as on demitted members. I have 
just one case in point, I received a report from a Commandery 
in a distant part of our jurisdiction and found the delinquent 
lived in the next town to me. I decided to make a personal con- 
tact and talked with him at length and received his full story. 
He was very much appreciative of the fact that the Grand Com- 
mander himself should take the time to discuss this subject with 
him. Cases where members live at a distance might well be re- 
ferred to the nearest Commandery and contact made at ane 
point, it might save a member. This subject is covered in Officia 
Order +4 dated October 25, 1945.

Division Commanders have 
reported year after year many cases where the Constitution and 
Regulations were not associated with each other and also where 
the Commander or Recorder, and in some cases both, either had 
obsolete copies or none at all. The Inspection reports this year 
show that in 32 Commanderies the Commanders did not have 
the 1936 issue of the Constitution. In 27 Commanderies the Re- 
‘corders did not have it. In 22 Commanderies the Commanders 
did not have the 1927 issue of the Regulations. In 17 Com- 
manderies the Recorders did not have it. 
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I therefore brought the Constitution up to date with all the 
amendments approved since 1936, together with the Regulations 
with all the amendments approved since 1927 and printed them 
in one volume. We supplied every Commandery with 4 books 
each stamped with the name of the Commandery on the outside 
front cover. The 4 books were for the Commander-Generalissimo- 
Captain General-Recorder, and the official title of the officer to 


whom the book was loaned was also stamped on the front cover. 


We started the practice this year of obtaining a receipt from 
the Commander of each Commandery for the 4 books, which re- 
ceipt is on file in the Grand Commandery Office. We also set up 
a system which requires the Recorders to obtain a receipt each 
year from the 4 officers to whom the Constitution and Regula- 
tions are loaned during the term of their respective offices. This 
subject is covered in detail with sample forms of receipts in 
Official Order #11 dated April 8, 1946.

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MANUAL OF JEWELS 


The arrangement of Jewels on the Templar uniform as last 
promulgated by Grand Commandery was in 1920 when the Man- 
ual for Tactics and Drill and Asylum Ceremonies was adopted. 
A number of years later the arrangement of jewels as specified 
by Grand Commandery was changed by the Statutes of the 
Grand Encampment but no particular notification was ever 
sent out to our Constituent Commanderies. It was noticeable to 
me that the jewels were not in conformity with the latest Grand 
Encampment Statute. I therefore issued Official Order +9 on 
December 21, 1945, covering the standard arrangement of Jewels. 
We also included the Manual of Jewels in the new Tactics. 


STEREOPTICON SLIDES 


In the new Tactics the stereopticon slides used in the Prelate’s 
lecture have been reduced in number from 20 to 19. 4 have been 
discontinued and 3 new ones added. The slides have been re- 
numbered to conform with the proper sequence of events. Titles 
have also been given to the subjects of the slides and these 
appear in the new Tactics. In order to have a proper record of 
the numerical rearrangement for future reference, I issued Offi- 
cial Order #13 on July 1, 1946 to cover the same. 


CHARTERS 


Several of the original charters in our Constituent Com- 
manderies have been destroyed by fire or have become obliterated 
by floods and but a single working copy of the original remains 
in those places. Should this single working copy be destroyed 
at any time in the future there would be no visual record of the 
original in existence. Our forefathers cherished their charters 
and took measures to preserve them for future generations. To 
continue in their faith and to further guard against loss or de- 
struction as well as for historical purposes and perhaps for senti- 
mental reasons I requested a photo-stat copy of each charter to 
be placed in a central file in the safe in the Grand Commandery 
office. I am pleased to report that I have received copies of the 
Charters from 26 Commanderies. 


SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT 


On September 1st the annual returns from each Commandery 
for the year ending June 80th are due in the Grand Command- 
ery office. When the statistics are prepared, then for the first 
time we learn the actual membership results for the year, too 
late to do anything about the weak spots. With the thought in 
mind that if we could obtain the trend at some point during the 
year we would have sufficient time to take whatever action might 
be necessary to help those particular Commanderies which are 
not producing and perhaps bring them into the net gain column 
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before the year closed. I accordingly obtained a semi-annual 
report at the close of business, February, 28th, as covered in 
official order #10, February 25, 1946. We analyzed the results 
and took up the matter by letter with those Commanderies which 
were showing a net loss at the time, offering our personal services 
to do whatever was necessary to help them. Additional lists of 
Chapter members, good prospects for the Commandery, together 
with Brochures to interest them to join were sent out in some 
instances. In 25% of the cases the renewed interest on the part 
of all, brought this number of Commanderies out of the net loss 
column before the year ended. Two Commanderies that each had 
a net loss of 2 at the half-way point, one came through with 
gross additions of 33, the other ended the year with a net gain 
of 12.

GRAND ENCAMPMENT EASTER SUNRISE SERVICE — 
ARLINGTON NATIONAL CEMETERY, VIRGINIA— 
APRIL 21, 1946 

As early as January 11, 1946 your Grand Commander made 
plans for a Pilgrimage to Washington, D.C. to attend the 16th 
Annual Easter Sunrise Service conducted by the Grand En- 


campment of Knights Templar of the U.S.A. in the amphitheatre 
at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. Official Circular +:9 was 
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issued February 15, 1946 covering the itinerary. 26 Sir Knights 
and members of their families from Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island attended. A special pullman car was reserved through 
the Walter H. Woods Tourist Agency and room reservations 
were obtained in Washington by the Grand Commander through 
the courtesy of R.’.E.’.Sir Roland M. Brown, Past Grand Com- 
mander of the Grand Commandery of the District of Columbia 
and Chairman of the Hospitality Committee. 


Sir Knights assembled in full Templar uniform at 7:00 A.M. 
at the west gate of the cemetery and proceeded to the amphi- 
theatre under the escort of the U.S. Marine Band. Services be- 
gan at 7:30 A.M. and were broadcast by C.B.S. Knights with 
black plumes were seated in the front centre in the form of a 
Passion Cross and were surrounded by Knights with white 
plumes. The ladies in the party had seats reserved for them in 
a special section. 25,000 persons thronged the national shrine 
for this service. There were many Grand Commanders present 
and we were accorded special seats on the platform at the right 
of the speakers’ stand. 


Sir Knight G. Bromley Oxnam, Methodist Bishop of New 
York and President of the Federal Council of Churches, preached 
on the significance of the Resurrection in 1946. Sir Knight 
Charles Noah Orr, M.'.E.’.Grand Master of the Grand Encamp- 
ment presided. The opening prayer was said by Army Chaplain 
Col. Alfred C. Oliver, a member of Far Hast Commandery #1, 
Manila, who was taken prisoner by the Japs on Corregidor and 
was released last year. Following the service a cross of lilies 
was placed on the Tomb of the Unlmown Soldier. len 

We were guests of the Grand Commander of the District of 
Columbia at their traditional Easter Sunday breakfast at the 
Hamilton Hotel. 


EASTER SUNDAY AFTERNOON SERVICE — OLIVET 
COMMANDERY #36 — LYNN, MASS. — APRIL 21, 1946 


18,000 persons, including 800 Sir Knights in full templar uni- 
form representing 26 Commanderies, participated at Manning 
Bowl in what was probably the most eolorful and largest at- 
tended Easter service in the East. Led by the 60 piece Olivet 
Commandery band, the visiting Commanderies formed a triangle 
in the Bowl and the Knights of Olivet Commandery marched in 
to form a Passion Cross. When all had formed the huge triangle 
and cross there came the command, ‘“‘Sir Knights, Present 
Swords.’’ The swords flashed from the scabbards and the audi- 
ence stood at attention while the band played the national an- 
them. Then came another command, ‘‘Sir Knights, Order 
Swords, To Your Devotions, Kneel.’’ In the vast silence of the 
Bowl the Sir Knights knelt while prayer was said. 


Sir Knight Robert W. Hutchinson, Captain General of Olivet 
Commandery was chairman of the committee and gave the ad- 
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dress of welcome. The principal speaker was Dr. Ralph W. Sock- 
man N.B.C. radio preacher and Pastor of Christ Church (Meth- 
odist) New York City, Dr. Sockman’s address carried a mes- 
sage of hope and faith such as demonstrated by this gathering, 
that America’s high standards and great institutions could work 
in peace and progress among the nations of the world. He asked 
that the great fraternity represented and all others present to 
rededicate themselves to continuing loyalty to their faiths and 
to the cooperation for the betterment of all mankind. 


WORCESTER COUNTY COMMANDERY #5 
NON-RESIDENT MEMBER CONTACT PLAN 


A plan conceived and put into practice by Eminent Sir Dwight 
C. Page, Commander Worcester County Commandery No. 5 this 
past year has produced results which have occasioned much fav- 
orable comment from many jurisdictions throughout the country. 


Briefly the plan is designed to: — (1) maintain old and es- 
tablish new contacts for the benefit of the non-resident member; 
and (2) prevent the possible loss of interest, or even membership, 
in Templar Masonry which might result from lack of direct con- 
tact with the fraters of one’s home Commandery. 


_ Eminent Sir Page sent a letter to every Commander in our 
jurisdiction where one of his non-resident members, in good 
standing, currently resided. Essentially, the letter provided the 
Sir Knight’s name and address, and assured the local Comman- 
der of the home Commandery’s interest in the Sir Knight and 
appreciation for any courtesies the local Commander may care to 
extend to him. A copy of the letter, with an added personal no- 
tation or comment was also mailed to the Sir Knight by Eminent 
Sir Page thus directly evidencing the home Commandery’s in- 
terest in his welfare wherever he may be. 


J know that Eminent Sir Page has felt fully repaid for taking 
this interest in his members by the many letters of appreciation 
that have come to him. I take the liberty of quoting from some: 


“T wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter and to express 
my great appreciation. I have now been away from Worcester 
for 27 years — this is the first time that the head of any or- 
ganization has taken the trouble to inform the Masonie Bodies 
here in Montreal Quebec. Again thanking you and wishing 
you all success.’’ 


“‘T want to express my appreciation to you for the fine court- 
esy extended to me in writing to the Eminent Commander of 
—. It was nice of you to do this for me and I appreciate the 
little personal note, I am leaving Fort Worth, Texas next 
week for a visit to the east and will be in Worcester — will 
drop by the Temple anyway and see some of the boys.’ 


In the case of non-resident members living in another state, 
Eminent Sir Page gave me the letters and I forwarded them 
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with my letter to each of the Grand Commanders in those juris- 
dictions. (Section 210 of the Statutes of Grand Encampment 
requires such correspondence to be conducted through the re- 
spective Grand Commanders.) 


The appreciation of the Sir Knights, the splendid cooperation 
from the Grand Encampment, the Grand Commanders, and the 
local Commanders and officers involved, and the benefit to all 
concerned is best evidenced by the following typical extracts 
from letters I have received since the plan has been in opera- 
tion: 


“I received your letter of recent date and was very much 
impressed with the new program—regarding Sir Knights 
who live in other countries. I will immediately communicate 
with the Preceptory in Montreal and see that Sir Knight — 
is contacted and extended every courtesy in our power. 


“T think the thought advanced in your letter a splendid one. 
I have contacted the Recorder of Jacques de Molay Com- 
mandery No. 3 Fort Smith, Arkansas, and I am confident 
they will look after the interests of Sir Knight — without de- 
lay. ” 

“‘T heartily agree with the ideas and plans which have been 
promulgated by Eminent Sir Page and will endeavor to carry 
out the plan by the issuance of an official circular which will 
reach the Recorder of each of the eighty-one constituent Com- 
manderies in my jurisdiction, who will in turn report the 
names and addresses of out of State members to the Grand 
Recorder, who will then certify such names to the Grand 
Recorder of the sister jurisdiction and thus down to the near- 
est constituent Commandery.’’ 


“I am happy to be able to report that the Eminent Com- 
mander of Dio neaeaiere Commandery No. 13, Maryland, has 
contacted Sir Knight — in accordance with the SpE et ee 
do so afforded by the notification passed on by you pone e 
Commander of Worcester County Commandery No. 5. As a

Sir Knights, this contact plan of Eminent Sir Page has great 
possibilities. Hach Commandery must have many members who 
have moved away from their home Commandery jurisdiction 
and probably have lost contact with fraters generally. Unless we 
keep in touch with them they will soon lose interest and then drop 
out of the order altogether. It would be a wonderful thing if 
every Commander would adopt this kind of a program. 
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PILGRIMAGE TO HUGH DE PAYENS COMMANDERY 
#19 — EASTON, PENNSYLVANIA — JUNE 9, 1946 


I received an invitation from E.".Sir T. Stuart Drake, Grand 
Representative from Massachusetts and Rhode Island to the 
Grand Commandery of Pennsylvania to attend the 86th Anni- 
versary Breakfast of Hugh de Payens Commandery #19 in 
Easton, Pennsylvania, of which he is a Past Commander and 
Chairman of the Committee. Some 50 years the Fraters of my 
home Commandery, Hugh de Payens +20, Melrose, Massachu- 
setts, interchanged visits with the Easton Fraters and on one of 
these visits the members of the Melrose Commandery presented a 
silver punch bowl to the Easton Commandery. In looking up our 
Commandery records I found this notation: — ‘‘March 8, 1899, 
the Committee having in charge the procuring and presenting 
to Hugh de Payens #19 of Easton, Pennsylvania reported that 
they had procured a silver punch bowl, gold lined, ladle and 
salver which would be formally presented to Easton Fraters on 


Friday, 24th of March 1899, which was then exhibited for the 
Sir Knights’ Inspection.’’ 


With my family we drove to Easton, Pennsylvania and it 
was my pleasure to attend the 86th Anniversary Breakfast at 
the Hotel Easton and address the Sir Knights of Hugh de Payens 
#19. Over 200 were present out of a membership of 875 which 
included 18 Past Commanders out of 24. I extended personal 
greetings from the Commander and officers of Hugh de Payens 
#20 and recalled the long feeling of friendship that has existed 
over the years between our two Commanderies. I was pleased to 
view the massive silver punch bowl which is kept in a glass case 
atop a large pedestal at the entrance of their asylum and which 
is removed from the ease once each year and used at their an- 
nual Christmas morning observance. This silver bowl is en- 
eraved, ‘‘Presented to Hugh de Payens Commandery #19 
Easton, Pennsylvania by Hugh de Payens Commandery £90, 
Melrose, Massachusetts, March 24, 1899’’ and then also is en- 
graved the following sentiment which encircles the bowl: “May 
our friendships strengthen as the years pass by and the Golden 
City become our eternal camping ground.’’ 


The Grand Commander of Pennsylvania, R.’.E.’.Sir Ch 
B. Wolfertz, who had just been elected and installed into aed 
high office only two weeks previous, was present and addressed 
the Sir Knights. Many other Grand Officers of Pennsylvania 
were present, also 6 presiding Commanders from nearby Com- 
manderies, and the presiding officers of the local Blue Lodges, 


Chapter and Council in addition to all the line officers of the 
Commandery. 


Mrs. Wilson and our daughter Frances were graciously enter- 


tained during our visit by Mrs. Drake and the Ladies Auxiliary 
of the Easton Commandery. 
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SUTTON COMMANDERY #16 PILGRIMAGE TO 
NANTUCKET, MASS. — JUNE 22 AND 23, 1946 


I was pleased to accompany Sutton Commandery #16 of 
New Bedford, Mass. on their visit to the Island of Nantucket 
over which it has jurisdiction as guests of Union. Lodge A.F.& 
A.M. who were observing their 175th anniversary, their charter 
being issued May 27, 1771. At 8:00 A.M. Saturday June 22nd, 
the Commandery in full Templar regalia, under the leadership 
of E.’.Sir Bradford Smith, Jr., Commander, marched from their 
Asylum to the boat landing under the escort of Shedad Grotto 
band of Brockton, Mass., a total of 75 Sir Knights. 


Upon arrival in Nantucket the parade was formed and the 
Commandery served as an escort to M.’.W.’.Samuel H. Wragg, 
Grand Master of Masons in Mass. and the officers and members 
of the Grand Lodge who accompanied him together with over 
100 members of Union Lodge who ‘‘met the poat.’’

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Due to the untiring efforts of each Commandery in this Grand 
Jurisdiction the net gain this year is 298. This is the largest 
gain in new membership in any year for the past twenty-two 
years. 

This committee strongly urged each Commandery to seek af- 
filiations and reinstatements, and 79 such are included in the 
net gain above reported.

It is a most happy joy, Right Eminent Sir, to have ale 
pated in your hospitality, which is celebrated far and wide, 
and which we find to fulfill the reputation which is broadcast 
about it. It is an inspiration to find oneself here at the Hub, 
from which eminence the heritage of Templary got its com- 
mencement. ime 

This is the oldest Commandery in the nation. This is the 
city in which Templary appeared long before there was any 
Grand Commandery or any Grand Encampment, where, ac- 
cording to the record, we read that back in 1769 came the 
first record of the Order of the Temple having been eonferred 
upon one Sir Knight, even though it was in a Blue Lodge. It is 
most interesting, it was in St. Andrew Lodge, here in Boston. 
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Those of us who are particularly fascinated by that heritage of 
long ago wonder if it can be true as some writers say that 
through that St. Andrews Lodge of yours, operating under a 
dispensation from the Grand Lodge of Scotland, came down 
Templary, which somehow, some way, through the preceding 
centuries had managed to struggle on and live, where it had 
not struggled with equal success in Germany, France and 
England. It has been said that man has lived in the oldest 
of symbolism since the dawn of history. The Cross is the 
Templar’s symbol. It has been found in many parts of the 
world long before the advent of Christianity! It was found 
on Syrian tablets, on Asiatic monuments, on Greek coins, and, 
most interesting of all, thousands and thousands of years ago, 
it was found in the middle of a circle as a symbol, at Karnak, 
in Egypt. Since the earliest days, the Cross has been the 
symbol of light, and the Cross in the circle hag been the symbol 
of eternity, which had no beginning and no end. The Cross in 
the circle, in long, long ago Egypt, signified life eternal. The 
Cross of the Templar brings today life eternal. There is no 
symbol which is of deeper import than the line which extends 
from the Atlantic to the Pacifie, which is some 3,000 miles 
long, which marks the imaginary boundary between the United 
States of America and the Dominion of Canada. For more 
than 100 years no gun and no fort has been posted on either 
side of that line, yet two sovereign nations adjoin on that line. 
The citizens of two countries live and die their natural deaths, 
when they have fullfilled their three-score years and ten, on 
either side of that line. Yea, more. The citizens of those two 
countries visit one another and fraternize together, The line 
is the symbol of human peace! There are those in other lands 
who tell us that it cannot be done, but the people of those two 


great countries do not tell us that. To that, our ancient Order 
is the answer. 


In Templary, we teach the great lessons of truth, charity 
and Christianity. It is those principles which burned brightly 
in the chearts of the men who founded this nation and the 
Dominion of Canada. It is that fire, I tell you, Sir Knights, 
that has brought the greatest state of well-being in those two 
nations that man has ever known. It is that fire which has 
made possible the creation of the immense but rather imagi- 
nary 3,000-mile boundary line; the symbol of human peace!

We believe it was not the intention of the framers of this 
Gieaiet CREP Ren that any Annual or Semi-Annual Meeting 
of this Grand Commandery, wherein the business of any im- 
portance can be transacted should be held outside of the Grand 
Jurisdiction whereas it would be inconvenient for many of its 
members to attend. 
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2. We, having experienced the honor of being installed to 
the highest office, know well the great pleasure and satisfac- 
tion which the large number of our Templar friends, who, be- 
cause of distance or other reasons, attend only the Annual 
Conclave, gave us by their presence at our installation. We, 
therefore, believe that it was also the intention of the framers 
that the officers elected and appointed should be installed if 
present on the day of the election and in the presence of those 
Sir Knights who elected them. 


Therefore, we recommend: 


That Article IV, Section 1 of the Grand Constitution be 
amended as follows: 


That the words ‘‘within our Grand Jurisdiction’? be in- 
serted after the word ‘‘place’’ in the third line, and the words 
‘‘and (if present) installation’? be inserted after the word 


“election’’ in the fourth line, so that the section shall read 
as follows:

To Commanders and Recorders: 


We are about half way through our active Commandery year- 
With the thought in mind that at this point it would be well to 
cheek up on our accomplishments thus far to see how we are 
coming out when the year is over, I wish you would compute your 


gains and losses so far this year on the reverse side of this letter 
and return it to me soon. 


Each month when we in the Grand Commandery office read all 
the notices from the 51 Constituent Commanderies we are always 
pleased to see the names of so many new members being balloted 
on. In many notices however we read that which is inevitable, 
namely deaths of our members, which in some cases seem to be 
exceeding the number of new members. 


Through the year we know little about losses due to demits and 
suspensions over which we have definite control. When the fig- 
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ures are sent in at the close of the year we too often find that the 
number of demits granted and the suspensions made exceed the 
number of new members, thus resulting in a net loss in the mem- 
bership of the Commandery. 


For the remainder of this year let us try to discourage the. 


granting of demits. Also let us weigh very carefully action on 
suspensions. If a member is in need why not make a liberal ad- 
justment on his dues or rebate them entirely to bring him into 
good standing. If necessary to do so the equivalent of the amount 
of money represented by the cancellation of dues may be trans- 
ferred from your charity fund to the general fund thus having 
the same effect on the latter account as though the member had 
paid his dues. 


In reconciling the gains and losses, if your losses exceed the 
gains please make an honest effort to at least bring them into 
balance before the end of this year. If possible increase the gains 
by obtaining new members and reinstatements and decrease the 
losses by preventing demits and not making suspensions.

To Eminent Commanders and Officers, Chairmen 
and Members of Membership Commuttee: 


It is hoped that the Grand Commandery statistics found on 
the reverse side hereof may be of considerable interest to you. 
Column 1 shows the number of new candidates reported by our 
respective Commanderies for the five months ending January 
31, 1946; Column 2 shows comparative figures for the corre- 
sponding period one year ago; Columns 3 and 4 show gain or loss. 
The totals are 381 in Column 1, and 300 in Column 2, and a net 
gain of 81 in Column 3. This report covers approximately one- 
half of our active Templar year. If your Commandery is listed 
in Column 8, congratulations; if it is in Column 4, try to turn 
that red light to a green one and GO ahead for a gain during 
the remaining half of this Templar year. 
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‘The figures to the right of Column 4 show each Commandery’s 
total for the full year 1943-1944, while in the next column are 
comparative figures for the year 1944-1945; gain or loss is in- 
dicated in the next two Columns. It is pleasing to note a net 
gain of 105 last year over the next prior year. Is there any 
reason why the gain this year should not be 210? Let us make 
that figure our goal. 


Grand Commandery ardently desires to assist each and every 
Commandery to secure more candidates. Are you making full 
use of the booklet ‘‘The Commandery of Knights Templars?”’ 
Are you making full use of the lists of Royal Arch Masons re- 
cently prepared by Grand Commandery? The number of Royal 
Arch Masons in Massachusetts and Rhode Island includes many 
new members. Not more than half of the Royal Arch Masons in 
our Grand Jurisdiction are Knights Templars. Why is this so? 
Is it not because they are not being invited to make application 
for the Orders in our Commanderies? The enjoyment we derive 
from Knight Templary will not be lessened if we share it with 
others, but it will be increased, especially if some of those 
‘‘others’’ are close friends of ours, but who have never been 
asked to join us.
